It is only where 
“ heart meets heart reciprocally soft,” that 
this heavenly virtue glows with a “ bright 
complexion, cordial warmth and elevating 
spirit ;” and justly, indeed, has it been said, 
that “friends grow not thick on every 
bough.” Indeed, I have been sometimes 
almost ready to conclude, that “ friend- 
ship iapbut a name,” and that whatever fine 
spun stories have been drawn out respect- 
ing it—whatever fanciful ideas may exist 
in our imaginations, whether it is not a 
mere shadow, a chimera in society—as 
much soas the philosopher’s stone, in che- 
mistry—perpetua! motion, in mechanics, or 
the square of a circle in geometry—and [ 
set it down as a true axiom that that heart 
which’ is governed by se!f love, as its pri- 
uum mobile, can never be the abode of truc 
friendship. Such may, indeed, keep up a 
kind of social intercourse with his fellow 
creatures ; he may bear with the foibles of 
his brethren, and live peaceably with thei, 
bet it is all from motives of policy and in- 
terest, and not from a spirit of love and 
friendship.
